Diabetics Much Aided By Insulin 


■By LOGAN CLENDENING, SI. D. 


The actual advantage of having 
diabetes 
and 
the 
health-giving 
qualities of the diabetic diet for the 
middle-aged were pointed out yes­ 
terday. But the diabetic has been 
greatly favored by medical discovery 
in the use of insulin. The middle­ 
aged or elderly diabetic can get on 
I very well with little insulin or with- 
, out it entirely. 
The young child 
with diabetes can hardly get along 
1 at all without insulin. 
We are just beginning to learn 
; how marvelous the benefits from 
I the use of insulin have been. 
It 
took time to bring this out. 
For 
instance, here is a report of IOO 
, patients carefully studied. 
They 
had been on insulin five to eight 
j years. 
First, food tolerance. 
That is a 
great item. When a severe diabetic 
starts out on treatm ent the amount 
of sugar that can be consumed 
without insulin is very low. Even 
on dietary treatm ent alone, which 
keeps the body sugar free, this tol­ 
erance usually rises. 
But with the 
prolonged use of Insulin it has been 
found 
to 
go 
up 
tremendously. 
Twenty-eight cases on diet alone 
before the days of insulin increased 
their food tolerance 200 to 1.000 
I calories. 
After five years of in­ 


bodies get larger they require more 
food. 
The ability to utilize sugar 
does not keep pace with the body’s 
grow th. So in some of these rap­ 
idly growing patients more insulin 
instead of less is required. 
When 
insulin has been begun In a fully 
grown person with severe diabetes, 
the amount can almost invariably 
be cut down in time. 
Increased 
weight 
and 
gtowth, 
when under insulin, is remarkable. 
Before the use of insulin the chil­ 
dren studied showed slight or neg­ 
ligible growth. With Insulin treat­ 
m ent children grow normally and 
show standard increases for their 
ages. 
Thin people gain weight on 
insulin, whereas with dietetic treat­ 
m ent alone severe diabetics lase 
weight. 
The economic efficiency of dia­ 
betic patients improves on insulin 
treatment. 
Before 
insulin treat­ 
m ent a little less than half the 
cases were able to do some or all 
of their work.
